Terrific Explosion Re- 
sults When Maid Opens 
Package Addressed to 
Mr. Hardwick in Pres- 
ence of Wife — Former 
Senator Believes An- 
archists Responsible. 


Following the explosion Tuesday 
afternoon of an infernal machine 
addressed to former United States 
Senator Thomas W. Hardwick, 
which resulted in severe injuries to 
his wife, Mrs. Maude Hardwick, and 
their negro servant, Ethel Williams, 
when the latter opened it in the 
kitchen of their quarters at the 
Wynnton apartment, 789 Peachtree 
street, federal authorities last night 
linked the occurrence with a sim- 
ilar attempt Mondey upon the life 
of Mayor Ole Hanson, of Seattle, 
Washington. 

Associated Press dispatches show 
that the wrapping that covered the 
deadly instrument opened in the 
Hardwick home was similar to that 
which covered the machine received 
by the Seattle mayor. Both bore 
in the upper left-hand corners the 
name Gimbel Bros., one of the larg- 
est department stores in New York 
city, both were postmarked New 
York city. The addresses were type- 
written. Neither bore the name of 
any individual sender. 


BLAMES 
ANARCHISTS. 


In a statement following the ex- 
Plosion, Mr. Hardwick declared he 
believed the sending of the machine 
to be the wor kof anarchists. He 
said he was at a loss to account for 
any motive they might have for 
wishing to end his life, except that 
during his administration he had 
fought against the spirit of unrest.

shevism. Secretary of Labor Wil- 
liams has characterized his work 
as being largely responsible for 
keeping down a plan of radical ele- 
ments to start a nation-wide reign 
of terror.

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DEEP CUTS MADE 


IN AMOUNTS GIVEN 


Approximately $236,000 
Already Lopped From 
January Finance Sheet 
in Order to Meet Re- 
duced Revenue. 


SANITARY DEPARTMENT 
TO GET $40,000 LESS 


Health Appropriation Is 
Trimmed $5,800, Parks 
$14,000, Firemen $5,000, 
and Police $10,000. 


Approximately $236,000 was cut 
from the January finance’ sheet 
by the finance committee of coun- 
cil on Tuesday in pursuing a pro- 
gram of reduction in appropriations 
to city departments to find $350,000, 
the deficit with which the city is 
now confronted due to failure of 
bonds to pass at the election last 
Wednesday. 

As the result of this pruning 
process a general reorganization 
will have to take place in a num- 
ber of departments, notably the 
sanitary department, from which 
$40,000 was lopped off; the police 
department, whose payrolls. suf- 
fered $10,000; the fire department, 
which underwent a reduction in 
payroll money of a $5,800 cut, and 
the park department, which was 
trimmed to the tune of approxi- 
mately $14,000. Outside of the pay- 
rolls, several other items in the 
various departments were either 
eliminated outright or reduced. 


Charities Will Suffer, 


The committee cut off all appro- 
priations to charitable institutions, 
thereby helping to reduce 
deficit by $12,333.34. The item of 
general benevolence in the depart- 
ment of charities was made to con- 
tribute $3,000. Eight hundred do!- 
lars more was realized by withdraw- 
ing the rest of the year’s salary 
to be paid to Charles Sheldon, city 
organist. The last item’ was ap- 
proved by Councilman R. A. Gor- 
don, chairman of the Auditorium 
committee. There will be no music 
at the parks this year, neither will 
the swimming pools open. 

At 10 o’clock this morning the 
finance committee will meet again 
and continue to slash the _ sheet. 
The reductions Tuesday were only 
tentative, and before the sessions 
are finally ended the amounts of 
some items taken out of the budget 
may be lowered, while others may 
get an additional paring. 

Wholesale slashing was resorted 
to only after the propositions to 
levy a special emergency tax or in- 
crease the percentage basis of prop- 
erty assessments were turned down 
by the committee Monday, and the 
water board refused to sanction an 
increase in water rentals Tuesday. 
Their disapproval was unanimous. 

Water Board Disapproves. 

The members of the water board 
were present Tuesday morning to 
hear the discussion of the finance 
committee relative to the problem 
facing them when confronted with 
the immediate necessity of raising

congress. 

Of parz:.mount interest to At- 
lantans and Georgians among the 
provisions of the act whick go into 
effect May l,is the special tax lev- 
ied on soda water-and soft drinks of 
al kinds. Tobacco theater tickets 
and other luxur'es of a like nature, 
have long been specially taxed, and 
now thirst quenchers are to experi- 
ence a rise in price. 

Tax of One-Tenth. 


The provision of the revenue act 
relating to sotf drinks directs that 
on and After May 1, there shall be 
collected 1 cent for each 10 cents 
or fraction thercof of the sale. The 
soda dispenser is atuomatically 
made the collector of this federal 
tax, and is held responsible for its 
proper return to the government.

The report, which was most ex-

“The profits are 
often so large that the pénalties 
imposed are not sufficient to dis- 
courage the practice, and these pen- 
alties should be increased.”

ORLANDO SPEAKS 

TO PARLIAMENT. 

Rome, April 29.—Admitting that 
the world situation at the present 
is grave and for Italy “very grave,” 
and that it was the duty of Italy 
“to preserve the greatest calm and 
serenity,” Signor Orlando, the Ital- 
ian premier, today delivered his ex- 
pected address to the chamber of 
deputies concerning the peace con- 
ference at Paris. 

Premier Orlando said that Italy 
believed that her claims were found- 
ed on such high reasons of justice 
internationai 
treaty or agreement should be set 
aside so that they might be ac- 
cepted. 

Premier Orlando admitted that he 
received on April’'14 the American 
memorandum dealing with the 
Adriatic question, and added that 
until that time he had always ‘en 
assured that the American delega- 
tion had not reached any definite 
conclusion regarding Italy.

Versailles, April 29.—The main 


German peace delegation arrived at 
Vaucresson station at 9:35 o'clock 
this evening, and came to Versailles 
by automobile. 

The Germans who had arrived 
previously were busily engaged 
today in and between the three ho- 
tels they occupy. They passed free- 
ly through the streets without in- 
cident and with no police guards. 

The space in the palace park set 
aside for the use of the Germans has 
been enlarged and closed to the 
public. The reserved area includes 
several thoroughfares, which result- 
ed in a few incidents when the po- 
lice turned pedestrians back. 

Eighty-seven members of the Ger- 
man peace commission arrived here 


Yast night, being the second party 


to reach the scene of the presenta- 
tion of the peace terms.. Of these, 
thirty were women. The Germans 
include the commission on limita- 
tion of armaments, composed of Drs. 
von Becker and Schall, and Major 
Botticher, and that on commercial 
Sixteen of the latter com- 
mission are women. With the party 
were the official courier, Von Bis- 
marck, a doctor, a barber and Ru- 


dolph Brand, the press representa- | 


tive. There was also a number of 
telegraph and telephone operators. 


The party left the train at the | 


little station of Vaucressen, twelve 
and a half miles from Paris, from 


which place they drove to Versailles 
in automobiles. The mayor of Ver- 


sailles, Henri Simon, posted a proc-'| 


lamation appealing to the popula- 
tion to maintain a dignified calm 
attitude and has also appealed to 
| the visitors to abstain from “inop- 
-portune manifestations and indis- 
| cretion.” 

While there will be few witnesses 
'to the signature of the treaty in the 
Hall of Mirrors, the mayor has ask- 
ed that the public be admitted dur- 
ing the days following that event so 
that they may see the arrangement 
of the historic apartment. All the 
buildings here will be decked with 
flags on the day the treaty is 
signed.

POST AT WASHINGTON 
OFFERED 10 ASQUITh 


London, April 29.—Herbert H. As- 
quith, former premier, is likely to 
succeed the Earl of Reading as am- 
bassador to the United States, ac- 
cording to The Evening News today. 

The newspaper says it understands 
that Mr. Asquith “was informally of- 
fered the post a few months ago and 
declined, but not in such a& way as 
to preclude an offer later.” 

The Evening News states its be- 
lief that all the cabinet ministers 


strongly favor Mr. Asquith’s appoint- 


ment and that he may consider it his 
duty to accept. 


Should Herbert H. Asquith be ap- 
pointed British ambassador to the 
United States it would be the first 
case of anyone who had occupied 
the post of British prime minister 
being sent to Washington as the 
British government’s diplomatic 
representative there. 

Mr. Asquith, a life-long liberal, 
has had a distinguished career in 
English public life. In the latter 
days of the Gladstone ministry and 
Lord Rosebery, from 1892 to 1895, 
he held the post of home secretary. 
The liberal defeat in the latter year 
left him out of office for nearly 
eleven years, but late in 1905 he be- 
came chancellor of the exchequer, 
under Premier Campbell-Banner- 
man. In 1908 he assumed the pre- 
miership, which office he held at 
the outbreak of the war and until 
1916. when his ministry was suc- 
ceeded by that of the coalition un- 
der David Lloyd-George, the present 
premier.

MANY AIRPLANES 
ARRIVE IN MACON 


Elaborate Air Spectacles 
to Be Staged During the 
Southern Aeronautical 
Congress. 


Macon, Ga., April 29.—(Special.) 
Six airplanes, representing four na- 
tions participating in the war on 
the side of the allies, a mechan- 
ical instruction exhibit from Kelly 
Field, Texas, and other aviation 
paraphernalia arrived in Macon to- 
day for the Southeastern Aeronau- 
tical congress, which opens Friday. 
These are only a drop in the bucket, 
however, for the exhibit to be put 
on here during the eight days of 
the congress will be the most elab- 
orate shown in the United States, 
with the possible exception of the 
one staged recently at Madison 
Square Garden, New York city, 
though there will be several fea- 


tures in the Macon exhibit that were 
~ se a ate in the one in New 
ork. 


Major Junius Houghton, who is 
manager of the flying features of 
the coming congress and a crew of 
six men, have arrived here from 
Dorr Field, Arcadia, Fla. They left 
Dorr Field Sunday and flew to Ma- 
con by easy stages, making stops 
at Tifton and Souther Field, Amer- 
icus. One of their three machines 
in making a landing at Tifton was 
damaged and had to be left there 
for repairs, but will be brought here 
later. 

According to Major Houghton, 
sixteen different types of airplanes 
will be shown during the congress, 
though there will be more than one 
of certain of the different types. 
These types do not include the mail- 
carrying machines, which will es- 
tablish an aerial mail service be- 
tween Macon and Montgomery, Ala. 
The different types will include 
French, English, German and Amer- 
ican planes, including both combat 
and training planes. The machines 
will be equipped with all kinds of 
suns and other implements used in 
aerial warfare. 

Unique Machine. 

One of the most unique machines, 
as well as the most deadly when 
out on a mission against an enemy, 
is included ama@ng the early ar- 
rivals. It is e Shark,” a new 
type of battle plane, which has come 
from College Point, Long Island. 
It is a two-seater, equipped with a 
Liberty 12 motor, is fully armored 
and fitted out with seven machine 
guns. The machine is in charge of 
Captain Jack Foote, one of the 
best-known testing pilots in the 
United States. The machine did not 
get a trial during the war, as it 
was in course of construction at the 
time the armistice was signed. It 
is now to be adapted to peace pur- 
poses. The machine guns are so ar- 
ranged they can be fired from in 
front, behind. above and below. 

Major W. H. Frank, in charge of 
the Washington end of the local 
congress, is going to fly to Macon 
from the capital in the largest ma- 
chine that will be shown during 
the Macon meeting. It is a Glenn 
L. Martin Bomber, and will be pi- 
loted by Captain Roy N. Francis. It 
has a wing span of 71 feet, is 
,equipped with two 400-horsepower 
motors, and has a carying capacity 
of twelve people. 

Another novel feature of the cen- 
gress will be the opportunity af- 
forded to visitors to go up in a 
captive balloon. The balloan will 
be run up each day, and near the 
end of the congress there will be a 
free balloon flight. 


To Show Film. 


Among the other features of the 
congres each day will be the show- 
ing ofa six-reel film depicting the 
progress of aviation, accompanied 
by lectures by American and French 
flying officers. On the different days 
of the congress, representatives 
of the army and other govern- 
ment departments will be among 
the speakers, these including Major 
General Menoher, head of the United 
States army air service: Brigadier 
General L. O. E. Charlton, ranking 
aviation officer in the United States 
of the British army: Brigadier Gen- 
eral W. M. Mitchell, of the Unted 
States army air service, and Otto 
Praeger, second assistant postmas- 
ter general, who is in charge of the 
air mail service. 

Some idea of the interest that 4s 
being taken in the congress can be 
gained from the list of delegations 
that have already sent word they 
are coming. These include delega- 
tions from the St. Louis Chamber of 
Commerce and from the St. Louis 
Aero club: delegations from New 
York, Washington, Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, Cincinnati, Indianap- 
olis, Oklahoma City, Little Rock, 
Galveston, New Orleans, Mobile, 
Tampa, Pensacola, Miami, Jackson- 
ville, Brunswick, Charleston, Sa- 
vannah, Wilmington and Norfolk. 
These cities represent the outposts 
of the range of interest in the con- 
gress. In addition practically every 
city in the interior of the southeast 
will be represented. Almost every 
commercial organization in Geor- 
gia has notified the Macon Cham- 
ber of Commerce they will have 
delegations present. Atlanta will 
send three delegations, represent- 
ing the city, the Aero club and the 
Rome will 
send a delegation of sixteen; Mayor 
Stewart, of Savannah, will head a 
delegation from that city; Bruns- 
wick will have two official delega- 
tions, while other Georgia cities 
will send anywhere from one to ten 
representatives.

end of the garden an enormous heap 
of cinders. 

Among the cinders, according to 
the authorities, were calcined bones, 
pieces of ribs, tibias, armgbones, one 
tooth, a fragment of melted glass 
and one hairpin. The landlord of 
the villa is to be questioned by the 
authorities tomorrow, as to whether 
Landru isin any way connected with 
their discovery. 

It is asserted that in the cellar, 


which is cemented, large bloodstains 
covered with sand were found. 


A dispatch from Paris April 15 
said the disappearance of a number 
of women who had been seen to 
enter the villa occupied by Landru, 
but who had not been seen to leave 
the place, had brought about the 
arrest of Landru, who was to be 
requested to aid in solving the mys- 
tery of their continued absence from 
their homes. The missing women 
were acquaintances of Landru’s who 
was declared to have made a spe- 
cialty of becoming engaged to wid- 
ows. The police asserted at the 
time they believed he had had at 
least ten fiancees who could not be 
found. 

The police said Landru had used 
several aliases, explaining this fact 
by declaring that he had been im- 
prisoned several times.
